Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 43-86 are considered 
allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re 
Donaldson Co., Inc., 29 USPQ 2d 1845, 1850 (Fed. Cir. 1994), none of the references of record alone or 
in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent claim 43, 
specifically "receiving, with a program guide application interface, a request directly from a requesting 
non-guide application to use one of a device resource and a program guide resource; directing the 
request to the one of the device resource and the program guide resource using the program guide 
application interface" and the program guide application interface resolves conflicts between various 
application and appropriate resources (FIG. 3; page 13 line 3 - page 14 line 28; page 5, lines 5-15 of 
Specification). 

The closest prior art (Lajoie et al., US 2005/0015804) teaches program guide applications 
(FIG. 14) and non-guide applications such as setup for VCR timers (FIG. 10, item 224) through which a 
broadcasting program can be scheduled for recording. 

However, Lajoie does not teach the invention of the applicant identified above and specifically 
does not teach the use of a program guide application interfaces (API) (resolving conflicts, page 5, lines 
5-15 of Specification) through which to request for non-program guide application to use one of a device 
resource and a program guide resource; where program guide resources are higher level resources than 
the device resources and are provided as part of the program guide (FIG. 3, elements 54, 64; page 4, 
lines 12-15). 

The term medium or media is interpreted by the examiner to be a storage disk (hardware) 
wherein computer instructions and data are embodied that will cause a computer to function and provide 
control of at least device resources.
